Ezekiel Rogers 


Ezekiel Rogers was born at Wethersfield, Essex, 
England in 1590. At the age of 13 he entered 
Cambridge where he acquired an A.B. Degree at 
Bennets College in 1604 and an A.M. at Christ’s 
in 1608. He soon became Chaplain in the family 
of Sir. Francis Barrington at Essex for several 
years. In 1619-20, he was installed at Rowley, 
York where he remained, as he says in his will: 
“about seventeen years...till for refusing to read 
that accursed book that allowed sports on God’s 
holy Sabbath or Lord’s day, I was suspended and 
by it and other signs of the times, driven with 
many of my hearers, into New England.” (From 
Mr. Ezechi Rogers Plantation 1639-1850) 


With a number of other Yorkshire families, he 
established Ezechi Rogers Plantation, now the 


Town of Rowley, on 4 September 1639 and was 
installed on 3 December 1639 as Pastor. He was 
minister for 22 years and died 23 January 1660 
after a lingering illness in the 70th year of his 
age. He was interred in the Rowley graveyard. 
His final resting place has been marked by a 
variety of monuments over the years, one of 
which read “He was a man of eminent piety, zeal 
and abilities” 


Although he was married three times, he left no 
issue. His first wife was Sarah Everard, who 
died after ten years. His second wife, Joan 
Hartopp, came to Rowley with him but died and 
was buried on 8 May 1649. His third wife, 
Mary, widow of Thomas Barker of Rowley, a 
woman ‘in years more agreeable to him” 
survived him by 17 years. On the night of this 
marriage, his dwelling house was burned with all 
his goods and the books and records that he had 
brought from England. It was soon after this that 
a fall from his horse so injured his right arm that 
it was ever after useless. His house was rebuilt, 
his library replenished and he learned to use his 
left arm in place of his right. Throughout it all, 
he continued his ministerial labors.

James Bailey was a brother of Richard Bailey, who came 
to New England in 1638 in the ship "Bevis." It is not known 
from what part of England James and Richard came. An account 
of Richard and his descendants was published by Alfred Poor 
of Salem, Mass., in 1858, in a book entitled, "Historical and 
Genealogical Researches in the Merrimack Valey." 

Richard Bailey in his will dated in 1648, a copy of which 


is printed in the Sixth Annual Report of the Bailey-Bayley Family 


Association, mentions his brother, James, and his nephew, John. 
It appears from the town records of Rowley that James Bailey 
acquired, by allotment and purchase, considerable real estate, 
and was a citizen in good standing. He held various town 
offices, including the office of Overseer of the Poor, and also 
that of Selectman for several years. His house stood on the 
east side of what is now called Pleasant steet in the village 
of Rowley, on land now owned by Mr. Charles H. Todd. 

The record of the original grant is as follows: "To James 
Bailey one house lott containing an Acre and an halfe lying 
on the north side of Edward Sawyer's house lott."

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The history of the Congregational church in Peacham really began with the installation 
of Leonard Worcester as minister. The selection of a permanent pastor was not a matter 
to be settled lightly, and the people of Peacham did not let themselves be hurried. They 
listened, with more or less approval to seventy-nine ministers before the church and town 
united and asked Reverend Leonard Worcester in 1799. He was born on January 1, 1767, 
in Hollis, New Hampshire. At the age of eighteen Leonard worked for Isaiah Thomas of 
Worcester, Massachusetts, to learn the printer’s trade and continued to work with him for 
fourteen years as an apprentice. This work gave him a wide variety of knowledge. 
Meanwhile, he also studied theology. 

In the year of 1799, the membership of the church was thirty-nine. Now, that Peacham 
had a minister, they should have a church with a bell tower. The church was built in 
1806. Everyone was to observe the Sabbath, and support some form of religious 
worship. There was not be any labor of any kind on the Sabbath. The early churchgoers 
must have been genuinely interested in religion to have suffered the cold of the unheated 
church in winter. In 1815, stoves were installed. Membership increased to 370 and 
became the second largest Congregational Church in Vermont. A Freewill Baptist 
Church was organized in 1812 with James Bayley as its minister. This Church only 
existed eight years because of its small following. However, in 1831 a Methodist Church 
was formed and membership to the Congregational Church declined to 252. Evidence of 
the large church attendance was furnished by the extensive horse sheds which surrounded 
the church. 

Mr. Worcester was not only an effective minister, he was also an efficient business 
man. The father of fourteen children, he educated five of his sons for the ministry and 
one as a physician on a salary that never exceeded $400.00 a year. His parishioners 
would keep him in supply of wood. 

By 1839, Mr. Worcester, who was then 72 years old, began to fail physically and it 
became necessary to employ another minister to conduct the Sunday service. Father 
Worcester had a remarkable knowledge of the Bible and it’s Scriptures. He was very 
strict and stern with his parishioners. But they loved him, because Father Worcester 
was their minister for forty years.

1. Robert S. Baily, the oldest man in Auburn, died Tuesday morrning 
at 2:30 o'clock at the home of his sister, Mra. Porter Depew of 212 S. 
Center Street.He was also one of the three remaining CLIVIL WAR veterans 
in this city. HE was 93 years old on Dec./9/1935 and death was caused 
by the infirmaties of age and hardderning of the arteriers. 
The deceased , nearly blind for ten ten or twelve years,had been in poor 
health for the last three years. He had made his home with his sister 
since 1916, returning to Auburn after his wife died in 1900 in Oklahoma 
Mr. Bailey was the oldest of thirteen children and Mrs. Depew was the 
youngest. 

Mr. Bailey was born in Noble CO.(known Whiley) and settled with his 
parents Benjamin and Margaret Bailey in 1841 on a farm in Jackson Twp. 
-near Hopewell on land which the elder Bailey bought from the government. 

He enlisgted Jan.1/1864. at Indianapolis. at the age of 22 yearss 
as a private in Company H. 30th. Indiana Votunteer Infantry and in Oct. 
1864 he was transferred to Atlanta to Company C 3rd. I.VI. In Feb.1864. 
he was in a hospital at Chattanooga for six weeks and Marietta, Ga. in 
July of that year for that three weeks. He was detached as a guard to a 
wagon train and teamaster inOct.1864 and was at Altoona Pass fovAmonths. 

Mr. Bailey took part in the battles of Rocky Face Ringe. Buzzard Roost 
Resaca, Marrietta, Atlanta,and siege of Columbia and Franklin. He was 
with Sherman on the march to the sea and in the battles of Nashville, 
Peach Tree Creek. Kingston and Kenesaw Mountia@n and receivied an honorable 


discharge on Nov.22/1865 at Indianapolis.
